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OmoiMNATi, Mny 12.— ArgnnMntln 
the Scott Jackson murder trial was be- 
piiii j i stciday. At thi' opi'liiliK of t'ourt 
Judge Helm read his iiintructioiis to tlic 
jury. Aa finally agreed ui)ou there* 
were 18 liutniottons. To ea«h of the 
inttrnotiont and to all of them Colonel 
Onwford inclosed an objection and took 
an exception. The first, second, third 
and fourth in.structioMN wcic to the 
effect that il the jury found that Scott 
Jacksou cut Pearl Bryan's throat with 
a knife or other aharp inatnunent or 
procured Alonao Walling; to ont her 
throat, or was present while her throat 
wa.H cut, they sliould find said Scott 
Jackson guilty of murder. The fifth 
and bixtb inatructiouH related to the use 
of dmgs for the purpose of procm ing an 
abortion, and aaid that if the joir found 
that Jackion belieTed that fearl Bryan 
had been killed by such operation, and 
did afterward cut off her liead, or was 
present when Al<iiizo Walling or an- 
other cut off her head, tbuu he must be 
found gnll^ of murder. 

The MTonth, eighth and ninth olaosea 
ioitmoted for Twimtaiy mauslanghter 
in oaae the jorj foond that Pearl Ayau 
waa dead aa the reanlt of an operatiou 
or taking dmga. The 10th inatmctiou 
alao reuutad to the adminiatration of 
drags and said that if the jory fonnd 
tiMt he killed her accidentally and after- 
ward oat off her head, they moat find 
the prisoner goilty of volontary man- 
slaughter. The Uth and 12th iustrun- 
tious said that if the jury fomid that 
Sc(.)tt Jackson cut off Pearl Bryan's 
head tielieving her to be dead already, 
and for the purpose of concealing her 
identity, tiny must find the i>risoner 
guilty of iuvuluutary iiuinslau»'htcr. 

The i;5 instruction related to all stato- 
ments made by Alonzo Walling, and iu- 
fornicd the jury that the jdisoner's 
denial of any or idl of the.se statements 
must be considered. Tlie last five in- 
titructii ills were fui iual and ti clinical. 
They rccitt d the vaiiuu.-> pi iialtics. For 
murder, lieath; lor voluntary man- 
slaughter, not more than years, and 
for involuntary nianslauKlitfr, hue and 
imprisonment in the county jail. Jack- 
sou bestraycd no excitement duiag the 
reading of the instructions. 

At 10:30 o'clixk Colonel Nelson 
atarted to make the opening siK^ech for 
tiie comiilouwealth. He said, in be- 
ginning: "My position here, gentle- 
men, is unique. I am not the sworn 
of&oer of this commouwealth anil 
neither do I represent any person. 1 
atand here utterly impartial. Against 
the prisoner at the b.ir I bavo no pei - 
aonu animosity. I can have none. But 
I have against the perpetration of this 
horrible crime that has stained our state 
with blood; against the human bruto 
who not only killed hia poor victim, and 
whomntilated her body and threw it 
npon the pnblio highway, aa if it bad 
beencarion. Ifeelitmy daty to say 
that for the aged mother who unrtored 
thia defendant, who traveled down into 
the dark shadows and the vallev of 
death to give him birth, I have uothiug 
but the greatest sympathy. For the 
slater and for the brother-in>law who 
have atayed by the side of this prisoner 
I extend my deepest sympathy. But 
our sympathy must not affect our duty, 
and we owe it to the public to do our 
full dutv.'" 

He said that he was unable to recall 
another crime which bad so attracted 
the attention of tlie reading world us 
this one that was soon to go the jiiry. 
The whole United States was looking 
this week to Newport to learn what t!ie 
jury in tins awlul case would do. He 
said tlie jury would have but one proj)- 
csition to detenniiie, and that wau, was 
the murder of a young woman, the mu- 
tilation of her body, the dumping of it 
upon the iiublie road a crime? The 
jury would have no ditliculty in gettui;: 
at the fact.s from the mass of technical- 
ity about voluntai-y and involuntary 
manslaughter. 

He said: "I speak for the citizens of 
the world, the whole civili/.ed world 
who has watched this case with bated 
breath. I tell you now, men of Ken- 
tucky, that 1 shall not be satisfied, I tell 
you that the state of Kentucky will not 
be satisfied, the civili:,:ed world will not 
be satisfied, the parents ot this poor 
mtivdered girl will not bo sutistiod with 
anything less than a verdict that says 
fhat this human brute (pointing at 
Jackson, who turned pale) shall be 
hanged by the neck until he be dead, 
dead, dead. If there is to bo a farce 
about this, if this la to be anything less 
than the fall penalty of the law fur this 
atiooioaa orima, I tell you frankly, men 
ctf Kentaoky, that I prefer for yon to 
fenm him looao upon this community 
and thus tell oar otiaeus that murder 
may be done with imponity in Ken- 
tflioky.'' 

Colonel Nelson then described at 
length the life of Mr. and Mra. Bryan 
at Greeucastle. He apoke of Poarl aa 
their "last bom," and he appealed to 
the sympathies of those of the joty who 
had children of their own. He said: 
"On that fatal 18th of Aaguat— 13th, 
that number that is considered onlaoky 
^we find a man coming iiito that little 
town of Groencaatle — a man who has 
traveled acjoss the briny Atlantic, who 
h«a be<u» ednoated in the eaa(." He 



the uusophlsticafed, confiding, trusting, 
innocent little country girl, living near 
the pretty Indiana town. 

Jackson's nerve was wonderful. Col- 
onel Nelson stepped right up to him 
and shook his finger in his face, but, 
save for a slight flushing of the face, 
the man never chaiigi^d. Inilee<l, while 
Colonel Nelson's invective was most 
bitter, whihi his denunciations were 
loudest, there was a light in his eyes 
that l(X)ked a great deal like a smile. 
Turning to Colonel Crawford. Nelson 
said: "And you Brother CJrawford, let 
us not misunderstand each other in this 
cose. You liave a duty for you client, 
bnt do not forget that you oiso have a 
duty to your state and t^) your Gkni." 

I'oloiiel Nelson tlien began to ])ick up 
the threads of the testimony. He took 
u[i first the statement (jf Dr. (iillespie 
that Jackson luul told hiin that he had 
been tntiniate with Pearl Bryan, and he 
argued that this statement, made by 
Jackson's friend, contrailicteti Scott 
Jackson's testimony on the .fctaiid. He 
then took up Jackson's tesiinioiiy and 
ho dwelt at some length on the hitler's 
effort to jilace the blame fci- l'( :irl Bry- 
an's condition upon Will Wood, lie 
said: "Scott Jackson swears that this 
boy, W^ill Wood, kept writing to him, 
pleading to him to help him ont of a 
Rcrape with Pearl Bryan. He himself 
had never had anything to do with 
Pearl Bryan up to that time. You saw 
this man when his own counsel asked, 
'Were you ever improperly intimate 
with Pe;irl Bryan?' 

"With an effrontery that Beelzebub 
himself might have envied, before the 
aged parents of this girl, before an aud- 
ience composed largely of ladies, he says 
in a load Toioe 'I md.^ That makes the 
man proad of his crime. I tell yon that 
oomes from a heart utterly buck, un- 
afBioted by the panga of oonaoienoe. I 
should think that after that the bluah of 
shame would come to thia man' cheek 
and never leave it until he went to the 
grave. I say thia without malice with- 
out anger— in the intereata of dacwugr, 
honesty and religion." , 

He then discussed Jackson's testi- 
mony. He said that Jackson had sworn 
that he had never been intimate with 
Pearl Bryan until after he had received 
word from Will Wood that Pearl Bryan 
was in ti-oublo. He point»»d out that 
Jackson had ti stified that, after liearing 
of Pearl Bryan's trouble, he then went 
out to the Bryan house and boi anie inti- 
mate with the girl. He said: "Men of 
this jury, tin? story is a lie! on the fa<'e 
of it. It is a lie as de(>i) r.s the bottom- 
less jiit of hell, and if you believe tli:it 
story, I wish to say th;it 3-ou have le.ss 
intelli;:enc<! than 1 thought yon had 
when I se lected you as jurors." 

He eonii)iU'ed Jackson and Will Wood, 
and said that Ja<'kson was :.'7 ve.irs old, 
Will Wo(jd 1!). He said the" boy was 
the pupil of the man, and the darker 
the defense painted the character of 
Wood, the blacker they made their 
own. He said that Hcott .Tackson w:is a 
man 50 years old in exi)erience. He re- 
ferred to the person us a man who has 
traveled across the ocoun, who bad been 
mixed up in the great Pennsylvania 
railroad robbery, had been in the saloon 
business in .Jersey City, and who bad 
been arrested in ludianafK^lis in a house 
of ill-fame. Colonel Nelson then said 
that according to his testimony of Scott 
Jiu'kson there was not a witness who 
had testified for the commonwealth 
who had not committed perjury. He 
dared Colonel Crawford to point ont 
one witness who had not been oontra- 
dieted by the prisoner. 

"I'll make a note of it," aaid Ckdonel 
Crawford. 

"Do," aaid Colonel Nelson, "and 
when you got to it tell it out loud ao we 
mayaUhMrlf 

Colonel Nelaon then thanked, in the 
name of the atate of Kentucky, the Cin- 
oiunati offioiala for the part they had 
taken in ferreting ont the perpetrators 
of the crime. He said that the defense 
had in every way tried to belittle these 
witnesses. He said: "In regard to the 
other witnesses I was not so much sur- 
prised, but when it came to that man 
than above whom there is no bigher in 
the state of Ohio, not excepting Maior 
William McKipley, I mean Mayor Cald- 
well. They tried to impeaoh him. They 
cross-questioned him, and all because 
he said to the jjiisoner "Tell the truth." 

Colonel Nelson then took up again 
the testimony of Scott Jackson on tho 
witness stand. He picked out all tho 
wciik spots in it, ami <'ommented strong- 
ly upon them. He dwelt at some length 
on tho improbability of .Iiickson's story 
— that lie had first seen Pearl Bry;in in 
Ihiieinnati on JTuescbiy morning and 
the last time on W'l'dnesd.Ty evening. 

"Is there," cried ColonelNelson, "any 
one tliat is t',\j)ecte(l to believe this? 
Does tho defense think that there may 
be one juror on this bench wIkj may bo 
so ignorant as to believe this '/" 

He took up tho testimony of Mrs. 
Weeks, the spintaalistii^ medium, to 
whom he refei red as "a matronly, sweet 
woman, whostands well in Cincinnati.'' 
"Do you believe her 'r" ci ied Colonol 

Nelson, turning to ( '.ilonel Crawford. 

"No, 1 don't," said Crawford. 

"Thank God for that confession. I 
say, thank God for that," cried Colonel 
Nelson with a dramatic gesture. Ho 
said that Mrs. Weeks w;is supported by 
a host of other witnu.sses, and sliould 
not be contradicted. She was backed 
up by Mrs. Holmes, Dr. Fortmeir, John 
\V. l<\>ster, old man Pinkhard and 
others. He said: "The defeiiso brings 
up Hub Schwartz, a reporter of Tlio 
Eu(iuirer, to contradict Dr. Fortmeir. 
Which wiU voubelidTO? That honest 
doctor and Mra. Waaka or thia n«w«»> 
per reporter." 

Turning to Colonel Crawford, and, 
ahaking his finger in his face, he said: 
"Waamra. 'Weeks a liar'i^ Was Dr. 
Fortmeier a liar? Waa J. W. Fo^V a 
liar? Waallr. PinkhandaUarf Wan 
they all liara?" 

He then paued 
meeting oi) t|)0 II 
Jackson, 



He described Pearl Biyaa'a dreas, 
and, reaching under the tame, he pulled 
up the checked drdss which waa found 
on the headless body. It waa dirty and 
covered with blood, and aa Colonel Nel , 
^uu walked slowly toward the prisoner, 
saying, "This bloody dress, this bloody 
dreas," amid the most intense silence, 
the aoene waa ao draiaatto that a woman 
in the crowd cried (fol. "Thia ia dread* 
ful!" 

The speaker reoooBted how Jackson 
threw Pearl Bryan'a trin|ceta into the 
river. "But the valise," cried Nelson, 
as he shook the bloody satchel within u 
foot of Scott Jackson's face, "that va- 
lise liad an eleotrlo touoh. and ha ooald 

not let go ol it." 

C'oloiiel Nelson concluded hy pro- 
claiming that tile defendant had been 
guilty of seduction, murder, niutilatit i 
(if a deail bodj- and robbery. He spoke 
for about five hours and finishodatA 
o'clock, when cuurl :i(ljourned. 

M. E. CONFERENCE WORK. 



Tho Klecti«a of Biiiliopii Will Hesln on 
Thursday of Tlili Wack. 

Cleveland, May Ivs.— The high tem- 
perature and the humidity of the at- 
mosphere both operated to prevent a 
burst of oratory at the Methodist Epis- 
copal general conference yi sterday, and 
the routine business transacted was dis- 
posed of with a.s little etlort as possible. 
The most important question dispo.sed 
of was tho fixing of tho time for the 
election of bishops. The election will 
begin on Thursday of thia week and 
continue ontU all tha oAoem ara 
chosen. 

Resolutions were presented favoring 
the obliteration of the color line in tho 
election of bisho])s and condemning 
lynchiiiga, both of which were referred 
to appropriata oommittoea without ao* 

tion. 

Another resolution proposing a re- 
duction in the salaries of conference of- 
ficials, because of hard tlmaa, waa alao 
refeiTed to a committee*. 

At a meeting of the committee on 
episcopacy in the afternoon, a subcom- 
mittee reported that it had examined 
the law lieariiig on foreign episcoii;ites 
and had reached the conclusion that 
there was nothing to prevent foreign 
bishop.s. The subcommittee recom- 
mended a bi.shop for Europe. The 
(luestion of whether the church should 
exercise jurisdiction outside tin! United 
States, was warmly debated all the aft- 
ernoon and laid over until the uest 
meeting. In respouse to a jtrevious re- 
<iuest the bishops reported that they 
were in good health and cap;ible of con- 
tinuing in tho dischargo of their duties, 
but that in view of tho growth of tho 
church and possible contingencies, the 
eU'ctionof two more bishops are diieair* 
able. 

The committee on itineracy consid- 
ered the proposed changes in tue church 
discipline. Two of the questiona aaked 
of an aapirant f or miniaterial upoint- 
ment. botn before and at tha elooe of 
bis probation, are: 

"Will you promise to abstain entirely 
from tobacco?" and "are yoa in debt?*^' 

The bishops proposed to omit these 
questiona from the final examination 
and allow the flrat nromiaea to atand. 
There was a long debate over thfti in 
committee, but the reoommendation of 
the biahopa was finally sustained on the 
vota. 

A subcommittee of tho committee on 
oombiuation of benevohmces recom- 
mended the joining of the Freedmau's 
Aid and South Educational society and 
the board of education, under the name 
of "education and freedmau's aid 
board." also the union of the .Sunday 
school society and the Tract society uu- 
the name ".^uiKlay School ami Tract 
society." This met with strong oppo- 
sition and the quatfeian went OTor to 
Wednesday. 

The committee on boundaries recotn- 
ineuded that the state of Mi<;higan 
bavo four conferences instead of two. 

Tho committees on revisal of tho coii- 
fititutioii <iei ided against shortening the 
term of probation, whicli is six months. 
A subcommittee was directed ti> draw 
up an order of church services, strictly 
Methodist Epiaoopal. whloh shall ba 

mandatory. 

The committee on state Of the cluirch 
recommended the a]>pointment of one 
ovangelist or more in each district con- 
ference for revival work. The ))roi)osi- 
tion that tins corresiKmding secretaries 
of all the church benovoleuces bo nom- 
inated by the bishops and elected by the 
boards of control of these institutions 
was received, but no action taken un it. 
The discussion on the proposition to ask 
for the insertion after the word "Pos- 
terity" in the preamble of tho United 
States constitution the words "In God 
we trust" was long and heated, and the 
question was flnauyrafened to a sub- 
committee.

Ni"w YoitK, M.iy 1.'. — Henry Ciiyler 
Bunner, editor of Puck, died yestenbiy 
afternoon at his resideiict^ in Nutiey, 
N. ,]., from tubercular consumption. 
Mrs. Bunner and hia ohildreu were at 
his bedside when death came. 

Mr. Bunner was born in Oswego, N. 
Y., on Aug. a, Ho was eiUu-ated 

in a French school in New York city. 
His first venture in life was as an em- 
ploye of a I'ortuguese business firm in 
this city, but tho work was not con- 
genial luul ho suuu became 0Qnne(;ted 
with the New York newspapers and for 
some years worked lUi a reiKjrter. In 
1877 Qohwortznuui & Keppler issued 
the fliil aditlou of Puck. It was then a 
German publication. Before long the 
German edition was supplemented with 
an EngUsh edition, «Qd itf. Qonnar 
waa made the assistant editor, and later 
h« waa olMad in charge aa editor. Un>

attained a Wide o&oiOatlon and the 
property became very valuable. 

In addition to hia work on Puck, Mr. 
Bunner waa a frequent contributor to 
the leading magudnea, and waa the 
author of a number of works. The 
most notable of theae were "A Woman 
of Honor," publiahed In 1888; "Airs 
from Acardy and Blaowhere," (poems), 
1884; "The MidM," 1886; "The Story 
of a New York House," 1887, and "In 
Partnership," a collection of stories, 
1884. In the latter production he col- 
laborated with Brauder Matthews. 

Mr. Bunner had been sick for i^ome 
time. Last winter he was sent to the 
Pacific coast. The trip did him little i r 
no good, and a few weeks ago he re- 
turned to bis Nutiey lioiue. Since 
then. Mrs. Bunner lias been almost 
constantly at liis bedside. The de- 
ceased leaves three childieu. The old- 
est is <J years old. the yoangeat an in* 
fant.

The Execution of Their Death 
Sentences Postponed. 



THEY WILL PROBABLY BE SATED 

The View« <>f the I uitvil Mate* Will Ua 
Hanni RMpcetlnc tha Appllcntlon to 

Tln-lr ('H'tet of tlir Trfiify of Hiitl 
I'riitot'ol of Ibi'T—A Strong Ueftriiae If'or 
th« CaptlvM. 

W.A-niMi r"v, :\Iay 12. — In the ca.ses 
of the men arrested on tho Competitor 
it can he authoritatively stateil that at 
the request of the United States the 
Spanish government will postpone the 
execution of the death seutencea upon 
American citizens until the views of the 
United States respecting the ni>iilie;itioii 
to their c.ises of the treaty of IiU.j and 
the i>r<it< col of 1877 can bepreaented 
and considered. 

The postponement of the executions 
means a <leiay of some weeks at least, 
and that the matter will be taken up by 
the diplotiutic representatives of the 
United States and of Spain, and be 
made the subject of the exchange of 
correspondence on the interpretation to 
be given the treaty provisions between 
the two nations. Meanwhile the etl'ect 
will be to allay popular excitement both 
here and in Spain. 

The action of the state department in 
iusistiug upon a re-trial at least of the 
American prisoners is evidently in au> 
swer to the contention of the court mar- 
tial tlyit the Cushing protocol of 1877 
did not apply to the present case. The 
court held that it applied only to Amer> 
lean citizens resident in Spain, or the 
Spanish dominions, and as the captives 
from the Competitor were not in any 
s(>use residents of Cnba, decided that 
they could not claim any of the privil- 
eges accorded by the protocal. 

In the opinion of the state depart- 
ment this was ttu extremely nai-row and 
illiberal construction to place ujion the 
protoc.il. but while not accei.tmg this 
construction, the department guarded 
against an adverse deciMon cn the jJin- 
tocol by recurring to the ancient tre.ity 
of 1 i'.t."i", iin the ground that if the jiris- 
oliers' case was imt covered by tlii> pro- 
tocol they ( ci tainly couM invoke the 
measure of pnitection aflonleil by tlie 
earlier treaty. Wiiile this treaty is not 
by any means generous in the matter of 
inivile;,'es held out to Amerii aii iirisoa- 
i rs, it still ciiiitains som<' gu.iniiitei s of 
great value to them in just such cases 
as that which has now arisen. Tho 
section of the treaty applyin.' to the 
case in the judgment of the state de- 
partment is Article VII, which roads aa 
follows: 

"And it is agreed that the subjects 
and citizens of each of the contracting 
Iiarties, their vessels or efi'ects, shall not 
l>e liable to embargo or detention on tho 
part of the other for any military expe- 
dition or public or jirivate jiurpose 
whatever, auil in all cases of seizure, 
detention, or arri'st for di bts contract- 
ed, or oflVnses committed by any citi- 
zens (»f the one party within the jm-is- 
diction of the other, the same shall 
be niaile anil i)ro8ecuted by order and 
authority of law only, and according to 
tho regular course ot proceeding usual 
in such cases. The citizens and sub- 
jects of both parties shall be allowed 
to employ snch advocates, siUidtors and 
notaries, agetits and factors ns they 
may judge projier in all their affairs 
and in all their trials at law in which 
they may be concerned before the tri- 
boiiala of the other party, and such 
agents shall have free access to bo pres- 
ent at tho proceedings in such cases and 
at the taking of un examination and 
evidence which may be exbibitvd in the 
said trials." 

The contention of the state depart* 
ment is that, iirespoctive of the Cush- 
ing protocol of lb77, this treaty gives 
tho American prisoners certain privil- 
eges that were withheld from them by 
tlie Spanish ooortmartiul. Notably, 
they were obliged to rest their defense 
in the hands ol a Spanish ollieer de- 
tailed for tha purpi>se, an<l one in all 
probability not particularly anxious to 
clear his clients, und were prevented 
from selecting their own counsel, as 
guaranteed by the treaty. Also, it is 
said ihat the prisoners did not have an 
opp<il tniiil y to [irocuie lesliiU'iiiy in 
their own la ii,ilf. This is one of tho 
privileges in^e|i;uable from a lawful 
and regul.ir <■( induct of the prusection. 
Although the indications are that tlie 
state deparinient is pn iiaring a strung 
(lefeiise ag.iinst the execution of tho 
death penally, m tiiu case of tbu Ameri- 
can prisoners.

Davis, 
who recounted briefly some of the changes 
in MajriviUe'i commercial standing in 
the past forty years, and her ex])cricnce 
with the old Maysvilie and Lexington 
Railroad, and her great loss when she 
allowed that road to pass out of her con- 
trol and into the hands of the Kentacky 
Central.

Other cities were availing tbem- 
selvea of the scheme. He suggested that 
committees be appointed to confer with 
the two railroad conijianies and try to 
arrange for a series of excursions.

On motion of Mr. K. L. Browning, 
committees were appointed to confer 
^vitb the railroad companies, and ascer- 
tain whetiicr they would consent to run 
such excursions and upon what terms. 
The committees are as follows:

Browning, Simon Bosenau and E. H. 
Benzel. 

To confer with 0. and 0.— E. A. Robin- 
son, John Dnley and W. W. Wikotr. 

On motion of VV. II. Lynch, a com- 
mittee was appointed to wait upon Coun- 
cil and petition that body to repeal the 
license on circuses. The Chairman ap- 
pointed James W. Fitzgerald, H. 0. 
Berkley and John 0. Adanuon u said 
committee. 

On motion of Mr. Browning, the Chair- 
man, Mr. Hechinger, was appointed 
Chairman of the Committee to solicit a 
guarantee fund, and was given autlxjrity 
to select the other members of the com- 
mittee. 

The meeting then adjourned. 

Those who attended the meeting are 

tliorougbly in earnest, and if the rail- 
roads do not demand too much in the 
way of a guarantee it is safe to say that 
arrangements will be made for a series of 
cheap excursions to Maysvilie this 
season, on both roads. 

One thing was overlooked last night, 
however, and that was the appointment 
of a committee to arrange, if possible, a 
series of special attractions in the way of 
amusements or games on the dates of the 
excursions, ("heap laten will draw bet- 
ter if there is some special attraction at 
this end of the line. Seyeral business 
men have expressed the (ijiinion that a 
series of good ball games and bicycle 
races at the park in the afternoon of the 
cheap excursion day« would prove big 
attractions, and would help to >well the 
crowd and attain the .lc-iiv>l cud. i'.nt 



no ball team has yet been organized, and 
that matter should be looked after at 
once. The cheap excursions ought to 
prove an extra inducement to the mem- 
l)ers of the base ball association t9 Rtt • 
team together at onfe. 

Other attractions could be secured also, 
if the matter is undertaken in the right 
spirit. A big political meeting with 
Speakers ot National reputation would 
prove a good drawing card for one day. 

The committee could also set on foot a 
move for an old*time celebration of July 
4th.
